Coins I am thankful to have added to my collection, round- 
table discussion: 


Members shared the following items: 


Stephen: Ptolemaic bronze which has been a pocket-piece for 

the last 20 years. He also brought an example of his first plan for 
a store card — a hand struck pewter piece with his name on the 
reverse in Greek. That store card was abandoned when he realized 
that most collectors and dealers thought this fantasy was a real 
coin. 


Jerry: large goldine cash-like store card from the Far East Cafe on 
Grant, issued in 1970 for their 50th anniversary. 


Chris: large silver or silvered medal of Fujinomiya City. 


Mark: 50+mm brass piece obtained in a Mexico City junk lot 
which he has been hoping to research for some time. It contains 
arabic script, a group scene on one side, and what several members 
thought might be a scene relating to a Haj pilgrimage on the other 
side. 


Federico: a cob from his early collecting days, well-worn but with 
a nice countermark validating it as 2-reales in Nicaragua, and a 
copy of a book on Costa Rican numismatics which helped get him 
started collecting. 


Andy: brought several slabbed coins of the 1930s issued under 

Chinese-Soviet officials. He noted the difficulty of having some 
varieties approved because records of some of these rarities are 
hard to document as official issues. 


Dan: 1970 medal issued by the National Associated Cong. Chris- 
tian Church celebrating 350 anniversary of the landing of the 
Pilgrims, and the Mayflower Compact for religious freedom. Pro- 
duced by Reed & Barton, and signed by Turner, the engraver.
